I X the ^ood old times a public office was considered a “public 
^um. .^nd due care was taken that it should go around. 
• Later on—with the development of capitalism and the growth of 
public utilities—public o^e was considered a public graft. .Knd 
c^italists and politicians took good care that this graft should be 
divided among them.

Aldermen, si^ierraars and otbct piAlic odfieiah. under such dr- 
cunutanccs, could afford to serve for nothing or for a nominal salary. 
'And yet they would usually get wealthy in a very short tine

Shier the advent of Sbe iahs m aH bus ine s s et h ics have r eceived a 
•evere sliock, and especially business in politics was shocked more than 
any other business. 

People actually begin to look upon graft as stealing and rob¬ 
bery, instead of considering it a legitimate perquisite of i business 
man in office. 

The Social-Democrats also got into their heads the queer idea of 
clecling-as few business men as possible to office. They prefer to elect 
working men. 

TIk Social-Democrats also demand as the very 6rst and very least 
requirement of a Social-Democrat that he be absolutely honest, even 
from a boutgeois standpoint. 

• * * 

Therefore, as a matter of,course, a Social-Democrat cannot serve 
for $400 a year without making his family suffer. And still less can 
he afford to serve for $400 a year and “stand in with the gang" and 
be $35,000 ahead at the end of his term. That would end his career 
as a Social-Democrat. 

Therefore the Social-Democrats urged the legislature to pass a 
bill permitting the common council to fix a remuneration for the serv- 
Iws of the aldermen which will permit them to be honest without sac¬ 
rificing their families. They want a salary which will permit other 
honest men who are not Social-Democrats {o also keep away from the. 
gangs of thieves and bunches of grafters doing business with the com¬ 
mon council. The legislature passed the bill. — 

• * * 

And now the Social-Democrats have introduced a measure ask¬ 
ing fe>r a salary of $1200 a year for every alderman—little enough for 
an honest alderman—but, of course, hardly worth any consideration 
in the eyes of a grafter. He would much rather serve without sal- 
ery and keep all honest men out. 

This modest proposition was further cut down to $1,000 in the 
committee. 

But what is $t,ooo' to some of the leaders in our common coun- 
«il? Hardly enou^ for a new year’s present for one of their mis- 
♦tesse*- Their aim is to keep the workingmen and honest men out of 
the common council and therefore, they want no salary paid. 

They want men v/ho know how to apply the principle of business 
to politics, and of politics to business. 

* • * 

Milwaukee is not the only city where such is the case. 

Here are a few examples from other cities where the aldermen 
served for the “honor of serving the people.” 

Governor Hazen S. Pingree of Michigan, while Mayor of Detroit, 
Vliscovered that the Gtizen's Street Railway Company of that dty 
"Kterally owned the council, body and soul." They would pay $3,000 
for a member, and even made an actual offer of- $75,000 to buy the 
mayor himself. 

'The bribe doe« net always take a money form. Mayor Pingree 
was also offered a trip around the world by the agent of a certain 
company if he would refrain from vetoing a specified franchise. 

• • * 

Speaking of Uie situation in Cleveland, Dr- Hopkins said; “When 
we approach the question of corruption in the award of franchises, it 
must ^ admitted that the system has thus far ^ an immense pre¬ 
mium upon all sorts of bribeiy and comictkia. ^mc aldermen would 
get rich’in one term, although they rec«ved a very small salary.” 

The Broadway surface franchise in Neu' York was secured' by 
bribing nearly the whole board of aldermen. The "Oible Railway Cdtn- 
pany" offered the ci^ $1,000,000 bonus above the compensation re- 
■ufred iy stqtnts. But the franchise was given to the “Broadway Sur- 
noe Railroad Company” without compensation beyond the statute 
minimum, the aldermen overriding tlie mayor’s veto to do it At- 
awst the entire board of aldennen and the officers of the company

Hie pien wlio are funning tlie national anil international tnists 
surely do not rail thrin.<Slves .'focialist.s—as a matter of fact they hate 
and ablior Socialism. Yet they are doing more for Socialism than 
all the .so-calle<l Swialist leailers. John D. Rockefeller, Pierpont 
Morgan, .Andrew Carnegie and other “captains of industry” will be 
coitfiilered by future historv as great “jiathfinders” of the'new civil¬ 
ization. •’ 

1 hey are making Socialism possible and necessary by putting 
competition to death in industry after inilustrv anti by transforming 
these industries in such a uay as to eliminate all the elements of in¬ 
dividualism from their managrineiit. • 

• • • 

It is inie that the trusts are very oppressive at present. People 
get little or no benefit from the improved methods of these gigantic 
industrial combinations. .\ few capitalists own the whole and monop¬ 
olize its benefits. 

Vet just through them Soeialism is making progress—stupenil- 
ous progress, far more tlian is .slnwn by tlic vole of the Social-Demo¬ 
cratic—i- e.. Socialist parly. 

Pefqile of all classes hegin to see tHat at the present time we are 
having a social firodiiction u illiout a social distribution. 

\V e profluce socially—en nusse anti bj- combining our forces—but 
when it comes to tlie distribution we fiml that tlie entire production be¬ 
longs to a snull class, which is at present the owner of all the means 
of profluction. 

• • • 

The ma.'ses—the wagc-eaniers, the “salary earoers" and even some 
business men—canno' iielp but see that we are having “Socialism" for 
a small class, for the huslocrats. 

It is therefore only natural that people should ask for the ex¬ 
tension of the idea—ask for the genuine article—for democratic So¬ 
cialism that shall iticlu'lc all and e.xclude noboily—not even tlie men, 
women anil children who now hclimg to the capitali.«t class.

.And this tlioiiglit is getting on bravely. There is a rapidly grow¬ 
ing Social-Democratic party (.Socialist party) in this-country. Many 
tratles union n«n arc already convcrtetl, and Socialism will soon 
possess the wliole trades miion movement.

And what is helping it still more; 

Prices of all commtidilies—especially of coal. meat, flpur, lumber 
and iron—arc detennined by the trusts. The standard of living of 
many hundred thousands, niany millions of wage-earners, are deter¬ 
mined by tlie same trusts anti monopolies. The prices of all the . ne¬ 
cessities o< iiving Itave gone up as never before. 

. The massas understand this perfectly, and this alio is making So- 


partmeiits of fltlr ikies, men who 
are inured to lard work and whose 
muscles are riMited to be tough¬ 
ened by a rigripMis life. Yet out of 
sixty-eight agiiKcaiits for positions 
on the Mihnakee fire department 
only ssxteer'tKtt able to pass the 
physical exatoing^on recently. .And 
for the poftto i dcfiartment only 
eleven out ofi% V'seven applicants 
w-ere able togtos. Where-is the 
brawn and immle of the working¬ 
man? WbaeJa-gauitaUsm doing io 
the workers that they cannot make 
a better physical sKiwing? 

The sariie litaauon is every- 
wlicre. Capitalist exhaustion -of 
the workers is tuiivcrsal. Only a 
year or so ago England was rudely 
startled to diacoier that physical 
ileterioration antoug the working 
class had advaaoetl to such a pass 
that there were anlv a few men aide 
to [lass the physical examination for 
the ami\-. This was a shocker for 
a nation that can uiily maintain its 
empire through the fighting pow-ers 
;of its lower classes 
I Capitalism uses the workers for 
iwhat it can get out of them. Its 
jaims are wltollj- and necessarily 
selfish. W’hin it has exiiausted 
tthein they ^rc cast aside like suckctl 
oranges. ■ 

I It is the workers themselves wlio 
must fight to renii'dy this terrible 
situation!

The trade and labor uoioa move¬ 
ment is a aatnral result of the capi¬ 
talist syt'em of production and is 
necesaaiy to resist the encroach¬ 
ments of caphaltsm. It is a weapon 
to protect tiw class in te re st s of la¬ 
bor imder the caoitalistic system. 
HoM-ever, this industrial struggle 
can only Iciaen the exploitition. but 
it cannot abolish iL The exploita- 
tion of labor will cease only when 
(Ik working class shall own all the 
means bf production and distrilm- 
tion. To achieve this end the work¬ 
ing class must consciously be¬ 
come the dominant political power. 
The organization of the workers 
will not be complete until they unite 
on the political as well as the in¬ 
dustrial field on the lines of the 
class struggle. 

The trade union struggle cannot 
attain lasting success without the 
political activity of the Socehst 
party.. The svorkers must fortify: 
and permanently secure by their po¬ 
litical power that they wring from' 
their exploiters in the ccoii-j>;.iic 
struggle. In accordance with tlie 
decisions of the 1 ntematicmal So¬
